Mayor Barton Talks Interestingly on 
Results of the Meeting of Mayors 
at Muskogee—Found That Ada 
Ranks High in Some Respects, but 
Lacking in Others.

Mayor C. O. Barton returned Tbur*- 
day night from th** convention of Ok­ 
lahoma mayors held at Muskogee. He 
regards it one of the most profitable 
m eetings he ever attended. When so- 
Heiled for an account of his trip, the 
mayor made the follow ing statem ent: 
“I believe much good will come of 
the mayors' convention at Muskogee 
from which I have iust returned. 
‘The delegates were an earnest, sin ­ 
cere set of men and attended strictly 
for business and information. 
I neith­ 
er saw, sm elled or heard of a drop of 
liquor. 
The most Important work was 
the appointment of a legislative com ­ 
mittee of nine to procure legislative 
action to serve th** best interest of the 
cities ut Oklahoma. Chickasaw nation 
got two places on this com m ittee in 
Mayor Bridges of Chickasha and the 
mayoi of Ada. Some sections ot the 
I Od Oklahoma law were unsatisfactory 
especially to mayors of old Oklahoma 
who had experience along that line, 
but the constitution was highly prais­ 
ed. The legislature will bi* asked to 
amend the Oklahoma statute so as to 


j governm ent, favoring the 
board 
of 
trustees rem aining & separate bod} 
with increased powers. 
“A majority of the cities of new Ok­ 
lahoma enthusiastically favor the com ­ 
m ission form of city government. 
"I found Ada leading the procession 
In way of m orality, good schools and 
solvency or low indebtedness, but woe­ 
fully in the rear In street improve­ 
ment, pavements, sew erage and school 
buildings and school facilities. 
Also 
that while our streets are com para­ 
tively well lighted we are charged too 
much therefor, Oklahoma City getting 
her arc lights for a flat rate of six 
dollars, while we pay 8 1-3 to IO dol­ 
lars a light. They all know about our 
big cem ent plant, but are inclined to 
make fun of our unpaved streets and 
lack of sewerage. The mayor of one

Grover Cleveland and the late John 
Hay frequently 
got $1,00° for one- 
thousand word articles. Barrie’s “ Lit­ 
tle Minister” has paid him at the rate 
of $1 for each of its 120,000 words. 
Among poets much larger rates have 
prevailed. Ti nny son’s “The Throstle” 
cost its publisher $10 a word and Kip­ 
ling got $1,000 for a short poem on 
the Russo-Japanese war. 
Among English novelists who have 
made from 50 to 60 cents for every 
word in a long novel are Hall Caine 
and Marie Con li. Compared with such 
money-earners 
as 
those, 
D’ckens 
Thackeray and George 
Eliot 
were 
poorly paid for their labor. For ** Fne 
Mill on the Floss” George Eliot re­ 
ceived $10,000 for 4,000 copies of the 
three-volume edition; $750 for 1°,000, 
and $300 for 1,000, a return which 
scarcely represents 8 cents a word 
Thackeray never received more than 
$20,000 for any one of his novels. 
Bulwer-Lytton’s life revenue from 
his novels was $800,000 and the most 
successful of them a1 ldM net yield 
any thing like 25 cents a word; Wilkie 
Collins* highest rate of pay was a lit­ 
tle over 12 cents a word, and Anthony 
Trollope, though he drew $15,000 or 
more for each of half a dozen novels, 
touched bm high water mark at the 


same relatively modest figure. Scott re­ 
ceived $90,<VK) for his ‘‘Life of Bona­ 
parte.” Lord Beacon field $60,000 for
